Baccalaureate Sermon. 


The Seminary chapel was given up to 
the young women of the graduating 
class of Abbot on Sunday morning, when 
Rev. Daniel Merriman, D. D., of the Cen- 
tral church, Worcester, delivered a bac- 
calaureate sermon to them full of good 
advice and Christian counsel. The seat- 
ing capacity of the Chapel was taxed to 
accommodate the large number of inter- 
ested people who attended.» Beautiful 
floral decorations lent an additional 
charm to the auditorium. During the 
service hymns were sung by the choir of 
Abbot students. Dr. Merriman’s sermon 
was in part as follows: 

“Wihen in ancient times the youth 
who, by veteran warriors had been care- 
fully trained to arms, went forth into 
the world to become himself a knight, 
he was given not only his armor, spear 
and shield, but also a charge—a word of 


wisdom to be a sort of talisman for him 
in all his arduous future, 


“As some of you, in like manner, clad . 
with the discipline and resources that 
j years of schooling have given you, are 
soon to go out and face life for your- 
self, as it were, the duty has been laid 
upon me of speaking to you this word 
of wisdom. For this I turn to St. 
Paul's exhortation in Phil. 4, the last 
four words of the 8th verse, ‘Think on 
these things,’ In the long verse of 
which these are the closing words, the 
apostle tells-us what ‘these things’ are. 
They are whatsoever things are true, 
honest, just, pure, lovely, of good re- 
port, or gracious; indeed they are what 
soever virtue or whatsoever praise- 
worthy thing there be. My message 
then, in agreement with 8t, Paul’s is, 
that you should think on, or take ac- 
count of, that is, thoroughly apprehend 
and sincerely possess yourselves of 
‘these things.’ 

“Observe that these things are not 
material substances or forces. They 
cannot be measured or verified directly 
by the senses. They are nob like your 
clothes, or books, or pictures, Yet 
they are none the less realities, Truth 
cannot, like a drug, be done up in. a 
paper. Justice cannot be weig ex- — 
cept figuratively The existence of honor 
cannot be proved by the application of 
an acid. Purity, loveliness, grace, vir- 
tue, canont, as a spiritual principle or 
character, be grasped and put’ under 
strain, as a man can try a piece of wood 
in his hands. © Nevertheless ‘these 
things’ exist as the absolutely ei 
tial and ‘indestructible elements of the 
higher life, the bond of all human and 
divine relationships—far more really 
than matter or the forces gravitation or 
chemical cohesion, 

“Now these things, these virtues can- 
not be acquired as one would buy a hat 
or a pair of boots. They must be 80 ap- 
prehended, chosen, loved through con- 
stant attention to and practice of them 
that a man shall not only possess them 
as his most real self, but shall be poss- 
essed by them. They are to be made 
dominant by thought upon and expe- 
rience of them so that they and the man 
become identical, and all his habits, 
conduct, character are simpl eir ex- 
ponent. My plea then at this e is 
for thinking—for thinking, taki 
count of and possessing moral les 
until they produce character; until the 
thinker himself becomes their embodi- 
ment. Our real world is not made of 
things, but of thoughts. 


“She who when tempted to any un- 
truthful, unjust, impure or unlovely 
thing, is able, by the force of previous 
habit which has passed into character, 
eo to think of what is true, or just, or 
lovely, or pure; so to take account of 
them; so to possess them as a part of 
her very being that they shall stand out 
big, luminous, square and impvssible to 
be disregarded—she who can do this is 
really @ educated; not alone in a human 
but in a divine school. She has laid 
the foundations of the fairest woman- 
hood for time and eternity. She car- 
ries in her bosom the key to all the 
sources of the highest power for her- 
self and her fellows. Whatever she 
may be, whatever place she may fill,. 
she is always in the shining vanguard 
of the helpers of mankind, 

“Do not magnify your rights; but ex- 
alt your duties, Do not with exacting 
voices claim more privileges for your- 
selves, but seek for more opportunities 
for: service. Do not strive for that 
clever accomplishment or ,craft that 
shall.swiftly give you bread and clothes 
but enlarge your souls fop.the attain- 
ment of all the graces that abide. for 
eternity, and yield the fruits of a para- 
dise of God. 


“And here in this place, hallowed with 
the memories of the presence and ser- 
vices of the blessed dead—especially of 
two, who after long devotion to the in- 
terests that are specially represented 
here today, have lately passed into the 
rest that remaineth—here I cannot for- 
bear pointing out to you that the whole 
pith of St. Paul’s injunction and of all 
that I have been saying upon it, is 
bound up in simple discipleship to Je- 
sus. God does not leave us to abstrac- 
tions; not to efforts of our own 
strength after virtue. Ah, no. In Jesus 
He brings all this shining catalogue of 
graces close to you and me in sympa- 
thetic breathing, personal embodiment. 

So then, to think on Jesus is to think 

on them. To possess Jesus is to pos- 
sess them. To love, to be enraptured by, 
to be carried away in holy and passion- 
ate affiiance to Jesus, is to love, to be 
enthroned, to be intoxicated by these 
splendid virtues, till one shall have a 
curious detachment from’‘and power 
over the world, and one’s real life shall 

be hid with Christ in God, This is the 
sublime issue of this simpie injunction. 
Think on these things! 

“May this, my dear young friends, 
be the beautiful, eternal attainment of 
each one of you ita as habs diel forth 
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in the sunshine into the gredt world, 
taking the hand of your Lord and Mas- 
ter and saying: ‘‘Whatsoever things are 
true, whatsoever things are honorable, 
whatsoever things are honest, whatso- 
ever things are just, whatsover things 
are pure, whatsover things are lovely, 
whatsoever things are of good report, if 
there be any virtue, and if there he 
any praise, I will at all cost think on, 
and will by all self denial and sacrifice, 
possess myself of, and will devoutly | 
love these things forever.” |

He spoke in 
part as follows: 

“Young ladies you have your duties to 
perform in society. Put it aside as un- 
true that you are going forth from this 
institution into the world to make n&im- 
pression. It remains. withdeach of you 
to see that your part in life shall bea 
success, That which makes a woman 
beautiful; blessed, helpful and useful in 
society today will make her so in the 
future. 

What is it that makes a woman charm- 
ing, for that is what makes a woman a 
success ? When a man says that the 
fundamental principle of a woman's 
success is her charm there are many who 
wil! disagree with him for they hold that 
there are those deep, underlying princi- 
ples of life which ought to be taken into 
account. 

What is it that makes a woman charm- 
ing? First, intelligence, that quality of 
her mind which allows her to see straight 
into the heart of things; therefore to 
think straight and to speak straight. 
When a woman knows the extent of her 
powers as well as the limit of her powers, 
that is what makes her charming. Learn- 
ing without intelligence is useless; in- 
telligence is a necessary adjunct. 

Another source of charm is refinement, 
—not good and polished manners —it is 
seeing always the sweet, clean, lofty side 
as opposed to the mean, sordid and vul- 
gar. Many a man feels that he has mar- 
ried above him simply because his wife 
has arefinement that he does not seem 
to be capable of. Refinement may be as 
visible in the shop girl as in the society 
woman. 

One other source of charm is sym- 
pathy. Icanstand a man’s sneers but I 
could never carry on God’s calling if I 
had to stand woman's sneers. God bless 
every warm hearted, sympathetic old 
maid in all the parishes of this Common- 
wealth ! Society needs your sympathy, 
young ladies, not some man. 

One more quality constitutes charm— 
you may smile when I mention it—good- 
ness. Out of goodness comes charm. 
Goodness in itself is extraordinarily slow, 
extraordinarily commonplace. One may 
have sympathy, refinement and intelli- 
gence but she must also have goodness 
if she wishes to retain her charm. It is 
a hard thing to be good. You have to be 
truthful and that is difficult. A woman 
is infinitely more truthful than a man 
but a man is infinitely more accurate 
than a woman. It rests upon you to be 
pure, not in the limited sense of the word 
as we sometimes understand it, but you 
must obtain that quality that runs all 
through life, that produces a transpar- 
ency and simplicity that we do not see 
in a babe but in a woman -who has gone 
all through life, knows all the world, but 
is unspotted. 

The time has come in America when a 
woman isa part of society and is recog- 
nized as just asimportant apart of it asa 
man, not as @ man’s guiding star. You 
must go into society and go carrying in- 
to it your charm,—that large, beautiful, 
imperishable thing called charm. Soci- 
ety is looking for such young women, 
women with intelligence, refinement, 
sympathy and goodness which truly con- 
stitute charm. If you have charm you 
need never fear.’ 

The diplomas were presented to the 
graduates by Mareus Morton, Esq. of 
Boston, formerly of Andover. He re- 
ferred in his remarks to the late Dr. 
Porter and Prof. Churchill, both of 
whom were so intimately connected with 
Abbot Academy.

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News from the State House 


STATE HOUSE, June 14—The House 


Spent the entire. morning today in dis- 
cussing. Mayor. Hart’s bill to raise the 
Boston tax limit from $10 to $10.50 per 
$1000. . By a yea and nay vote of 97 to 
72, with 17 pairs, the House concurred 
with the Senate in rejecting the refer- 
endum amendment. One of the pairs 
was that of Mr. Whitney of Winchen- 
don with Mr, Poor of North Andover, 
This pair was challenged by Mr. Keith 
of Cambridge but he was unable to 
state that Mr. Poor, the absent member, 
had not given authority for the use of 
his name, and 'the pair was allowed to 
stand. 

For some time the committee on rules 
has been considering some change of 
the rules to prevent pairs being an- 
nounced without proper authority and 
undoubtedly ‘the affair of this morning 
will result in hastening action in this 
matter, 

During the course of the debate on 
the tax bill Messrs. Fitzgerald, Laner- 
gan and Lomasney, all of Boston, be- 


came so earnest and unparliamentary.

It is generally expected that Gov. 
Crane will veto the bill to permit the 
Westminster Chambers.to remain at 
the present height, 96 feet. 

The news of the death of ex-Repre- 
sentative Albert. Poor of Andover 
caused the most sincere expressions of 
sorrow from many of his late associ- 
ates in the Legislature of 1898. Mr. Poor 
was universally, liked and respected by 
all who knew him att ‘the State House. 

These bills were passed to be en- 
grossed in the House today: To au- 
thorize the town of Sunderland to sub- 
scribe for, and hold, shares of the capi- 
tal stock of the Amherst and Sunder- 
land Street railway; to permit the 
Summoning of witnesses before the 
mayor and chief of police of Newton. 
The bill to establish an eight-hour day 
for county empioyes was ordered ‘to a 
third reading without debate. 

Messrs. Poor of North Andover and 
Buswell of Methuen will probably have 
their hands full tomorrow when the 
bill to provide for the construction and 
repair of State Highways by the Mass. 
Highway Commission ifs likely to be 
reached. Mr. Pour has charge of ‘the 
bill for the committee on roads and 
bridges and Mr. Buswell for the ways 
and means committee and they will un- 
doubtedly hold up their end of the de- 


te. 

Today Mr. Buswell addressed the 
House in opposition to the Senate 
amendments to the bill to abolish 
Robeson’s Crossing in East Longmead- 
ow. The amendment provides that the 
railroad company shall pay only 55 per 
cent and the town shall pay 20 per cent 
of the cost of abolition. Mr. Buswell 
pointed out that this would be robbing 
this small town of $1200, for the benefit 
of the railroad. This would be a very 
dangerous precedent to establish. The 
House refused to concur in the Senate 
amendment. 

Mr. Buswell also moved a perfecting 
amendment to the bill for the repair of 
state highways and on his motion it 
Was placed just in the orders of day for 
tomorrow. This is not the same bill of 
which the and Mr. Poor have charge. 
Without debate the House adopted an 
reer to adjourn from Friday ‘to Tues- 

ay. 

A somewhat tangled state of affairs 
results from the action of the House 
today in tabling the bill to annul ‘the 
charter of the Haverhill Gas Securities 
Co. The reason given was s0 that the 
attorney general’s opinion might first 
be obtained as provided for in the or- 
der adopted a few days ago. The Sen- 
ate has tabled this order, to await ac- 
tion by thesfouse on ‘the bill. 


STATE HOUSE, June 19—Today the 


Senate started with morning gessions, 
and the House celebrated the occasion 
by two orders which members put in 
to extend the work of that branch. One 
of these provides that the House shall 
meet at 10 a. m., and adjourn at 4.45; 
the other provides for evening sessions 
on Weilnesday and ‘Thursday. Both 
were laid on the table and will be act- 
ed upon tomorrow. 


The various gas problems will be 
taken up by the House tomorrow and 
will probably take at least two days of 
debate, there being six different bills 
to be acted upon. 

Of these four are in relation to the 
price of gas in Boston, one is to fur- 
ther regulate gas and electric compa- 
nies and one is the bill to annul the 
charter of the Haverhill Gas Securities 
Co, These are all matters on which the 
committee on manufactures has spent 
months of study, and its members are 
split up into many different sorts of 
ideas on the subject. The Boston gas 
situation is the subject of no.less than 
three separate reports. Two of these are 
supported by seven members each and 
the third by one member. With these 
great differences of opinion in the com- 
mittee, it seems hardly possible that 
the House should reach a satisfactory 
conclusion in two or three days de- 
bate. 

Messrs. Buswell of Methuen and Poor 
of North Andover had a lively field day 
today, but finally won a decisive victo- 
ry in securing the engrossment of the 
bill providing for the construction and 
repair of State highways by the Mass. 
Highway Commission. 

The bill provided for the payment by 
towns to the Commission the amount of 
$100 for each mile of highway repaired. 
Mr. Buswell said the state builds these 
roads;jthey give benefit to the people, 
and the towns should be willing to 
maintain them. This course will enable 
the state to build more roads. It is a 
just and equitable measure. 

Mr. Poor of North Andover said if 
such a bill is not passed the entire ap- 
propriation of $500,000 will in time have 
to be spent for maintenance. 

The bill for the ratification of the 
Fitchburg lease was postponed to 
Thursday, but will probably not be de- 
bated this week. Mr. Blood of Fitch- 
burg will offer an amendment providing 
that rates or fares shall not be raised 
after the lease goes through. 

In the Senate today the bills to in- 
crease the salaries of the superior and 
supreme court justices and to separate 
Worcester grade crossings were passed 
to be enacted and sent to the Governor. 
Gov. Crane’s veto of the Westminster 
Chambers Dill was taken from the table 
and assigned for debate at 2 o’clock on 
Wednesday. By a yea and nay vote of 
12 to 10 the bill to exempt Spanish War 
veterans from the provisions of the Civ- 
il ‘Service laws was ordered to a third 
reading. The bill to revise the law 
concerning the distribution of the es- 
tates of deceased persons was passed 
to be engrossed by a vote of 14 to 11. 
The Senate refused to refer to the next 
General Court the bill providing that 
the Senate shall collect receipts for and 
pay expenses of state insane institu- 
tions. 

The committee on rules of the House 
gave a hearing in executive session on 
the charges of corruption in connection 
with the vote on the Westminster 
Chambers bill. Among those who ap- 
peared were Woodbury & Leighton, the 
builders, Atty, Samuel J. Elder who is 
alleged to have heard statements made 
alleging corruption, and Corporation 
Counsel Bailey of Boston who is said 
to have made the statements to Mr. 
Elder. The committee refused all in- 
formation as to the proceedings.

H. Ryder, Presentation of 
Gift, Class Prophecy and 
Award of Prizes. 


The consummation of their ‘school 
days at the Andover public schools was 
reached last evening by a class of 
thirteen young mén and women at the 
Punchard Free school when the gradu- 
ation exercises were held in the presence 
of a large number of relatives, friends 
and former pupils. 

The hall was attractively decorated, 
greenery in profusion being used to 
decorate the stage and hall. 
east wall was a fleur de lis in purple and 
gold, the class colors, bearing the initials, 
“Pp. F.S, 1900,” while over a picture of 
the cathedral of Notre Dame, in Paris, 
one of the gifts of the class to the 
school, were streamers of purple on 
which was inscribed the, class motto, 
“Be what you seem to be.” 

Rey. William G. Poor opened the ex- 
ercises with prayer. After a song by 
the school, principal Baldwin introduced 
Prof. Ryder as the speaker of the even- 
ing. 

Prof, Ryder said in part: In leaving 
this school you will enter upon a new 
life such as you will never enter upon 
again. Heretofore you have gone from 
school to school with scarcely a thought 
but that of accomplishing the task set 
before you to do, But now you have 
come toa place where the choice rests 
largely upon yourself and you must se- 
lect a course and’ decide not how shall I 
do this duty but what shall’ I take up to 
do. ‘There are two plain, straight-for- 
ward courses, one, your higher educa- 
tion, meaning as a usual thing, a college 
traimng; two, an entry at once into 
business or home life. How little we 
know of what lies before us! Between 
two choices it often seems like a leap in 
the dark. 

Some of us make choices which are 
not always wisest or best. College 
courses are pleasant but that is not the 
motivé which should induce one to go 
to college. Some individuals go to col- 
lege because they think that educated 
people, college graduates, have an easier 
and happier life than others, Others 
enter college that they may make a 
more material gain of the comforts and 
luxuries of life on their entry upon a 
business career. 
but after all it is not the great consider- 
ation.in taking a college course. I 
should not advise you to go to college if 
the making of riches is your object in 
life. 

The motive to decide is, where can I 
get the training that will make my life 
yield the most to the generation in 
which I live. How find that part? 
That is a harder question to answer, 
Look within. Test your powers by 
every known test; your capabilities, your 
industry and skill. If you have the fac- 
ulty of learning easily, perhaps a college 
course would be the wisest thing for you 
to choose. Examine youself with all 
diligence and decide conscientiously. 
Consult others, but use your own judg- 
ment also. Do not rely wholly upon the 
judgment of others. Look to divine 
guidance. Those who follow a path 
which providence and conscience direct 
deserve a large success in life.

to every one of you.

Memorial hall which was well 
Hon. Robert S. Rantoul president 
the Essex Institute presided. 

Hon. Joseph 8S. Howe, president of the 
local Historical society was the first 


speaker. He extended a cordial welcome | > 


to the visitors in behalf of the local so- 
ciety, and in an interesting address 
gave a brief sketch of the history of the 
town. A few of the facts mentioned 
Were these; The town was incorporated 
in 1725. Although no great battle had 
been fought in this locality, except un- 
recorded Indian battles, its history is 
not uninteresting. Within a few rods 
of Memorial hall, Hannah Dustin was 
held in captivity by the Indians. The 
town sent 153 men to the battles of Lex- 
ingtgm and Bunkerhill out of a popula- 
tion of 1376 people. During the Revolu- 


‘tlonary war nearly every man in town 


fought onthe side of the colonies. The 
town is especially well known as the 
place in which the Lyceum system of 
American was founded about 1819. 

Prof. Edward 8. Morse of the Pea- 
body Academy of science was next in- 
troduced who gave an extremely in- 
teresting talk upon China and Japan. 
He illustrated his discourse with the 
aid of crayon and blackboard. 

Miss Anna Warner of Salem read a 
paper on the “Immigration of Birds.” 
Her paper showed a thorough knowl- 
edge of the subject, 


Johhi' W. Hutchinson of Lynn, the 
son family, so celebrated years ago for 
last surviving member of the Hutchin- 
their musical ability, was present and 
consented to sing. He made a few in- 
troductory remarks giving a_ brief 
sketch of the Hutchinson family. He 
then sang ina pleasing manner ‘The 
Sword of Bunkerhill.’”’ The hearers were 
delighted and were not satisfied until

Prof, John S. Sears of the Peabody 
Academy of Science was next introduc- 
ed, He gave an address of the geology 
of this section of the county, pointing 
out the foundation of the rocks here, 
and giving an interesting description of 
them.

The decision of Lawyer Wade who 
served as maaster in the St. Thomas 
church case hearing, has been rendered, 
and is an unqualified one in favor of 
the estate of Mrs. Caroline E. Huse. 

The parish had claimed, it will be re- 
membered, that the property had been 
turned. over to it by Mrs. Huse, who, 
the parish admitted had practically 
bought the site and built the church, 


contributing nearly all of the con- 
struction fund. The parish set forth 
a further claim, however. that Mrs. 


Huse’s contributions were in the na- 
ture of a gift to the church, 

The estate denied the claims of the 
parish maintaining that the church and 
the land belonged to Mrs. Huse, who 
held the deed for the land and paid 
nearly all the cost of construction, The 
church then brought suit. and the case 
has been pending for over 20 years. 

The church was started as the result 
of a break in St. John’s parish, Some 
of the parishioners objected to the 
high church views of ‘the pastor, Rev. 
Belno A. Brown. Mrs. Huse favored 
Rev. Mr. Brown, and by her promise to 
contribute a generous sum towards a 
new church, St. Thomas church was 
built in Methuen. Since the suit began 
nearly ali the persons directly inter- 
ested in it have died. Mrs. Huse passed 
away and soon after the final hearing 
in this city, news came of the death of 
Rev. Mr. Brown. The lawyers who ap- 
peared on both sides or the case when 
it was first taken into the courts have 
passed away. The final hearing was 
conducted by D. and C. and C. G. 
Saunders of this city, who appeared for 
the parish, and by District Attorney 
Fred N. Weir of Lowell who represent- 
ed the estate. 

The decision is an important one as 
by it a large Episcopal parish is de- 
prived of a home which it has claimed 
as its own for years. It is undoubtedly 
the desire of Percy Parker of Lowell 
who has charge of the Huse estate to 
allow the parish to continue to occupy 
the church. 

Whether or not this can be done it 
is impossible to say at present. The 
decision of Mr. Wade states that none 
of the complaints of the church people 
should be maintained,

trend of railroad matters in 
towns is becoming of mighty interest to 
the people, and the granting of street 
railroad franchises is no longer a thing 
to be passed over lightly. That in the 
light of past events due regard should 
be paid to the accommodation and con- 
venience of the people ere new ones are 
granted, is a fact that is being brought 
forcibly to the attention of public offi- 
cers in whom is vested the right to 
serve the public weal or contribute ad- 
ditional public woe. 


The 


of hearings was given to the promoters 
of the Salem and Lawrence road. The 
meeting was called to order at 7.45 
o’clock and Attorney J. P. S. Mahoney 
opened for the petitioners, The Salem 
and Lawrence railroad. He advanced 
as reasons for the granting of the re- 
quest of the petitioners, the length of 
road, which would open up for desi- 
dences and consequent taxation, a ter- 
ritory practically undeveloped now, 
through which the road could come 
without opposition at least as far as 
Wilson’s corner. Then too, the amount 
of excise tax and direct tax would yield 
a revenue far exceeding that of any 
road now in operation. 


Andover had already recognized the 
value of competition and had granted a 
franchise with Proper restrictions to a 
new road and having done so would 
hardly think of granting any further 
franchise to the old or L. L. & H. road. 
This being practically settled and in 
any event the Salem and Lawrence in- 
tending to build and equip the longest 
road ought certainly to be granted 
preference as to location if any prefer- 
ence was ‘to be given. 

Col. Greene of Bangor, Me., was next 
introduced by Attorney Mahoney and 
he in ‘substance said: Gentlemen ani 
citizens: We come to you in good 
faith asking for just what we want, 
and we believe that ‘the question of 
whether you want another road and 
other ‘accommodations can better be 
settled by the citizens and the board. 
We can increase your facilities, open up 
and expand territory for taxation which 
otherwise will remain practically un- 
used or at best yield only a small tax 
rate, and at the same time we can make 
an ‘honest living for ourselves. Posi- 
tively we do not seek a franchise ‘to 
hold for sale or keep in durance vile for 
five years. We mean business and will 
build and comnly with all reasonable 
restrictions and reservations. 


Questioned by Mr. Osgood as to the 
time desired to build he replied: Will 
build within the time required by law, 
18 months. How heavy a rail would 
the company use? He replied 56 
pounds, Would the company be will- 
ing to use a 90 pound rail? I think not, 
as so heavy a rail would not be required 
only a few of the very wealthy roads 
are using that weight. 

Mr. Clark: Have any of the towns 
yet granted your road a_ franchise? 
No; the hearings have not yet been 
given and all are in about the same 
Stage of procedure as this one. 

Attorney Mahoney: We sought the 
franchise from North Andover as this 
is the town in which the greater part 
of the line would be built, and it is im- 
portant to have the grant given here 
for that reason. 

Mr. Usgood: Have not other towns 
or cities in the commonwealth granted 
locations to this company? Col, Green: 
Not to this particular ‘association, but 
three places have granted locations to 
the same promoters, 

Mr. Osgood: In regard to fares, 
transfers and the matter of allowing 
another road to occupy its tracks or 
portions thereof as a matter of conven- 
ience to the town and for the purpose 
of avoiding the disfiguration of madad- 
am roads, etc., would the company be 
willing to accept a franchise regulating 
these things? 

Mr. Frye as a paid attorney for cer- 
tain Union village people spoke in favor 
of the linen. - Moses Merrill Strongly 
favored competition and argued for 
something to compete.with the Essex 
road (B. & M.) to Salem, which charged 
an exorbitant fare. . 

Brook Hurst, a veteran from the 
“heights,” a resident for 22 years, stood 
up and urged that the prayer of the pe- 
titioners be granted. It would be a 
great benéfit: to the people and colonies 
in that vicinity in every respect, It 
would be of particular benefit in win- 
ter because as things were of late, it 
was customary for one resident to help 
drag another through the snow. The 
town ploughs seldom if ever reached 
that part of the world. So if there 
was an electric road the roa? would be 
kept open and the Passengers could 
walk if they couldn’t afford to 
Laughter and °nplause, 


“Hen 
town” said he, “must be relieved. No 
one knows anything about us, that we 
exist, except the tax gatherer and as- 
Sessors, they in some way find us out.” 

Brook Hurst arose and said:- Gentle- 
men, I think enough has been said on 
the people’s side of the case: what we 
are looking for now is a remonstrant.
